WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The past week has been an uneventful one in point 
of market changes or activity in canned foods, but has 
had its share of interesting happenings in other ways of 
direct importance to the general situation. 

Generally speaking there has been a check put upon 
the apparent weakness which was developing last week 
in tomatoes and some other lines of goods, the fear which 
caused it seemingly disappearing because of the genuine 
strong position of all articles. In other words the bear- 
ish influence when investigated was found to be without 
foundation and the stampede. was stopped. Even spot 
tomatoes, which are conceded by buyers as well as sell- 
ers to be in an actual strong position and not merely “re- 
ported scarce” felt the effects of this depression and sales 
were made at reductions, to the loss of the sellers. The 
supply of this article is known to be so small, hardly suffi- 
cient to meet the demands of the market until new goods 
can come upon it, that any change in the market 
other than upward seems rediculous; and yet they were 
weaker. Not a few goods were sold hurriedly as if in 
fear the bottom was about to drop out of the market; one 
sale being reported in this issue from the South by a 
jobber at $1.15. It seems hard to believe that a sale from 
second hands at such figures could be possible, but it 
shows to what extent holders can be affected by influence. 
And it also shows how necessary it is for packers to have 
a reliable, up-to-date source of information, and then be 
guided by it. 

Future tomatoes also felt the effects of this depres- 
sion, and not a few contracts were entered into as low 
as 80c., apparently, again, on the basis of the fear that 
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quoting her future tomatoes at lower figures than any 
other section, now finds out that her crop prospects are 
bad, and has withdrawn from the market, refusing fur- 
ther contracts at former prices. 

Here in the East reports from growers come to hand 
that the exceedingly wet and late season has so delayed 
the preparation of the ground that not a few contracts 
will be thrown up and the ground planted to some other 
crop. And as this condition must obtain in nearly every 
section of the country, it can be seen how quickly con- 
ditions for the canners can change and take on a serious 
aspect. For with large amounts of futures sold by pack- 
ers in sections where this spirit prevails the troubles are 
starting early. It must be said, however, that the larger 
and better informed packers are not being carried off 
their feet in a rush to get future contracts on their books 
before the price drops, but are holding for full prices and 
not anxious takers even at these. With the advent of 
crop conditions as a very serious factor in the situation, 
something more definite to go upon is had, and the pack- 
ers are better able to judge of the future and act accord- 
ingly. The outcome of this will undoubtedly be higher 
prices rather than lower, and fewer contracts accepted. 

The question of the fill of the cans is not a tentative 
one any longer, but is and must be written down as an 
absolute certainty and necessity. Action on the part of 


Congress to insure this condition is being taken as we go 
to press; so that if there was ever any doubt as to the 
ability of the Pure Food Law to enforce this requirement 


that must now be set at rest. This is being provided for 
in an amendment to the law governing the labeling and 
sale of drugs and medicines urged by President Taft him- 
self, to counteract the decision of the Supreme Court 
which left the Pure Food Law powerless as regards these 
articles. And the idea is to incorporate with this new 
law a clause that will compel the filling of all cans along 
the lines suggested by the Bureau of Chemistry. So that 
if one law does not produce the result, the other will, as 
it seems more than certain that this Taft measure will 
be passed, and with the clause we refer to. The text of 
this clause or amendment is almost identical with the 
last paragraph of our editorial last week, and which was 
the ruling which the pure food authorities intended issu- 
ing to cover this question. 

The weakness in corn has not disappeared to the 
same extent as with tomatoes, but bids fair to disapper 
also in the near future. Large lots of corn have been 
moving out at a cheap price, thus greatly reducing the 
holdings. Some holders have become alarmed at this, 
and refused to hold longer under the impression that the 
market is being so stocked with corn that there will be 
no room for more. If this is the case it is directly oppo- 
site to the methods now being employed in the buying 
of all kinds of canned food, for the jobbers are only tak- 
ing just what they absolutely need for present require- 
ments. If they are making an exception of corn the 
fears of those weak holders are well founded; but we 
don’t believe it. We do not believe the jobbers are stock- 


ing up to any extent with corn, but that they are putting 
it out as soon as received onto practically empty shelves. 
And as good corn is becoming scarce and is known to be 
scarce, both East and West, we look for an improvement 
in price. 

Spinach has been receiving considerable attention 
this week and packing has commenced on this article. 
Stocks had run so low that jobbers are buying for im- 
mediate delivery of this new packing and considerable 
business has been done. 

Pea planting here in the East has been delayed by 
the weather, so that it is possible the packing of this 
article will commence later than usual; although good 
weather would rapidly make up the time that has been 
lost. The market has been quiet in this and prices firmly 
held. From Wisconsin word by wire is received that 
peas for both spot and futures are light in demand on 
account of scarcity. 

California promises to have a bumper crop of fruits, 
as does Georgia on peaches, but in this section the sever- 
ity of the winter is being realized now in the killing of 
bushes and plants, with the probability of a light crop. 
Fruit trees in the East were very seriously injured, the 
trees freezing and dieing. In fact, hardy ornamental 
hedges were frozen down to the ground this past winter, 
and from this the effect upon fruit trees may be 
imagined. 

As we have intimated there are few changes in the 
prices of the market in any article, and as we go to press 
with the close of the week, brokers and traders report 
business as dead. 

In canners’ metals and supplies the only matter of 
interest is in the question of a sufficient supply of enamel 
lined cans for the red fruits, etc., and which is taking on 
a serious aspect. 


TOMATO GROWING IN CANADA, 


(From Consul S. S. Johnson, Kingston, Ontario.) 

The production of early tomatoes has become prominent in 
the more favored parts of Ontario Province, including the 
Niagara Peninsula, the Leamington district in Essex County, 
and the neighborhood of Toronto, and it is carried on to a 
lesser extent throughout the tomato-growing sections of the 
Province. The total shipments from the Leamington district, 
exclusive of those consigned to Winnipeg, from July to August 
12, 1911, amounted to 40,000 baskets. No reliable informa- 
tion is available of the shipments from the other districts. 
Most of the early tomatoes are marketed through Toronto. 
The Essex growers claim that the western trade has not proved 
satisfactory, as the first shipments by express are expensive 
and come in compeptition with the American product, while 
later the cheaper shipments by freight compete with the St. 
Catharines tomatoes. It is also said that the fruit is not 
handled to the best advantage in Winnipeg, the jobber taking 
too large a share of the profits. 

Most of the seed comes from the United States, the price 
running from $1 to $10 per pound, the general price being 
about $3. The duty on seed imported from the United States 
is 10 per cent. ad valorem, when importation is in packages 
weighing over 1 pound, and 25 per cent. ad valorem when in 
packages weighing 1 pound or less. In 1911 Canada imported 
fresh tomatoes as follows: From the United States, 203,349 
bushels, valued at $256,127; from Cuba, 480 bushels, value 
$770; from the United Kingdom, 743 bushels, value $9996. 
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The New York Market 


Full Standard Tomatoes becoming scarce—Corn situation uncertain— 


New York, April 26th, 1912. 

The Market.—The movement of all varieties is still 
slow, but there are evidences that improvement is at 
hand. ‘Those interested in tomatoes are certain that 
prices will go no lower and nearly every one is confi- 
dent that the next movement will be an advance. Sal- 
mon is enjoying increased demands and prices are firm. 
The tendency is upward. As a whole the situation is 
better than it was last week. The spring is very back- 
ward in the vicinity of New York and cold weather 
holds on. Several mornings during the past week a 
sharp frost has bitten such crops as were out of the 
ground. ‘This has some influence in holding back busi- 
ness more seriously than is realized. 


Tomatoes.—The buying of spot is better and is be- 
coming more difficult to get good tull grade stock in No. 
3s at less than $1.25 delivered. Some lots sold ex-ware- 
house at $1.271%4. In No. 2s sales have been made at 97'%c., 
but it is still possible to buy at 95c. on firm offer. No. 
10s are offered less freely, though there is no demand out 
of the ordinary. Spot Californias are getting a little 
more attention and holders are firm as a rule at $1.20 on 
No. 2% cans. No. 8s are not moving as freely in any 
quarters on old pack. In the South the tone is firm, and 
there is no pressure of offerings in the market under quo- 
tations. Future tomatoes are dull, and the tone is ir- 
regular at 80@85c. factory for full standard No. 3s. Other 
sizes are on the usual parity with 3s. 


Peas.—There is little interest outside the regular 
movement from jobbers to retailers. The tone is firm 
from first hands on the better grades. 

Spinach.—Of the new pack is getting a shade more 
attention in some quarters, and bookings at $1 factory for 
No. 3s is fairly free. 


Asparagus.—Spot is held as quoted, with very little 
business done in any variety. Small lots are taken, 
probably to fill broken stocks, but aside from that noth- 
ing is done. 

Corn.—The situation in old stock is not at all satis- 
factory. Most dealers are overstocked, if anything, and 
in some instances find it extremely difficult to dispose of 
their holdings in any considerable quantities. Consid- 
erable poor stock weighs down the market, and prob- 
able reductions in price are likely in the near future. 

Fruits.—In most lines the trade is active, but most 
of the business is regulated by the demand for immediate 
consumption, Stock in California in first hands is in 
small compass and prices are firmer. In peaches there is 
-a fair demand, with full outside figures paid on jobbing 
lots. State No. 10 apples are held as quoted. Fine grades

are not to be had under $2.50 in state pack. Some holders 
quote up to $2.60 delivered. Apricots are firm. A fair 
call is noted for small fruits. 

Salmon.—All fine sorts are held with confidence, and 
the trend is higher on the No. 1 talls in Chinook and 
sockeye fish. There is a good deal of interest also in No. 
1 red Alaska, based on quotations. Medium red are more 
active on the fine grades, but prices are unimproved. Pink 
is dull from first hands, but a better movement is noted 
from jobbers. 

Sardines.—There is an easy tone and the market is 
more than steady. Imported stock is held about as 
quoted.

THE CANNING AND PRESERVING INDUSTRY IN NEW 
YORK STATE AS SHOWN BY RECENT CENSUS.

As a consideration in connection with the high cost of liv- 
ing question, the above figures taken from the Government’s 
census report for the State of New York make interesting 
reading. 


Notice for instance that in the ten years elapsing between 
1899 and 1909, the number of establishments increased over 
25 per cent., that the number of salaried employes now on the 
list has about doubled; that the averagenumber of wageearners 
is about 12% per cent. greater, but that the capital invested 
has about doubled. And further that the amounts paid out 
as salaries and wages are more than 50 per cent greater than 
they were ten years before; and that the cost of materials en- 
tering into the manufacture of the canned foods and preserves 
has increased nearly 50 per cent. in this decade—the figures 
for 1909 being $11,669,000, as against $7,735,000 in 1899— 
and yet—and here is the point—the value of the finished prod- 
ucts has increased only about 50 per cent., the figures being 
$12,506,000 for 1899 and $19,040,000 for 1909, showing that 
the increased cost of manufacture has all gone to the workers 
and to the farmers who produce the crops, and that relatively 
speaking, the goods are bringing no higher prices today than 
they did ten years ago, and this, despite the fact that a vast 
increase in capital has been necessary—apparently without 
proper return. 
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INITIATIVE, REFERENDUM AND RECALL. 


As one of the very live questions in the political world of 
today a brief explanation of this will not be found uninter- 
esting by our readers. The difficulty is to treat the subject 
without bias, and this has been done by a writer in ‘The 


Grocer and Tradesman” of Boston about as well as it can be 
done. He says: 


A good many people are asking just what is meant by 
initiative, referendum and recall, just what the system of 
government under the initiative, referendum and recall is. 

In attempting to explain somewhat the meaning of the 
initiative, referendum and recall, we shall carefully avoid 
discussing the subject as an open question, taking a position 
neither in favor nor opposition, although our own mind is en- 
tirely made up and firmly fixed on the matter. 

Without indulging in any prelude, the purpose which the 
advocates of initiative, referendum and recall have in mind 
is to provide free and untrammeled and individual action in 
matters concerning the public weal. It is based upon the as- 
sumption that government should be based upon the full recog- 
nition of the elementary forces controlling human action, that 
individual human action, if given the opportunity, will be 
guided by reason, even though the first human action may be 
emotional. For example, enactments by legislative bodies are 
not infrequently secured by private interests for private and 
personal gain, and such enactments are frequently not in the 
interests of the people as a whole. The initiative is designed 
to act upon the theory that opposing forces tend toward con- 
servative and safe results. It is a part of the theory, with ref- 
erence to the initiative, that people, voters, qualified electors, 
no matter what they are acting or voting upon or considering, 
will as a first emotion be guided by selfish interests, by what 
they believe will be the most beneficial to them. These op- 


posing forces are naturally jealous of one another, which is 
why their action will be in opposition. To continue, the 
theory of the initiative is that finally, in their natural determi- 
nation to block one another in opposing selfish motives, they 
will vote or act on their deliberate, calm and mature judgment 
as to what is the best for the people as a whole. It is nothing 
more nor less than equalization of human action. 


Under the initiative, referendum and recall, its advocates 
claim that there can be no class or community action against 
the general welfare of the citizens constituting the zone of 
action; in other words, the individual, through relaization for 
himself and against the general welfare of the community, 
soon ceases his efforts for special privilege, and contents him- 
self with the effort for improved general welfare. 


Under the initiative measures affecting the public welfare 
may originate with any qualified elector. If any citizen of the 
community thinks he has something that would be for the 
public good if enacted into law, he can have his ideas put in 
proper form and submitted to the people. It is not designed 
to do away with the legislatures, but to exercise the initiative, 
referendum and recall, for the purpose of compelling the legis- 
latures to do their duty. Frequently a bill is rushed through 
the legislature without opportunity for proper consideration. 
Under the initiative a measure is before the people for months 
before they finally vote upon it, and the advocates of initiative, 
referendum and recall make a strong point upon the oppor- 
tunity which is allowed for people to become thoroughly fa- 
miliar with a question before voting upon it. Under the initia- 
tive, which would permit direct legislation on any subject, the 
question would be submitted to a vote of all the: qualified 
electors; each individual would make his own deductions as 
to his own self-interests and the general welfare of the com- 
munity with, as we have intimated, the result that selfish in- 
terests would be borne away, and the greatest good to the 
greatest number would be secured. Unless a majority of the 
voters were convinced that public ownership, for example, 
would be in their interests, the proposal of government owner- 
ship would be defeated. This we cite not in advocacy but as 
an illustration.

Future Tomatoes firm at 90c and 70c—Packers unwilling takers—Extra Standard 


Corn scarce—Poor quality Apples crowding the market— 
Jobbers’ Stocks Low. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, April 23, 1912. 
General Conditions.—Last week ended and this week 
opened up fine and bright and active business conditions 
are prevailing in the wholesale grocery line. The bright 
weather will soon dry up the country roads and then con- 
ditions throughout the Central-West will be active 
indeed. 


LAST MINUTE FLASHES. 


The weather is highly favorable to active trade con- 
ditions, and wholesale grocers report demand for canned 
foods improving. Supplies of canned tomatoes are very 
limited, but the disposition to buy is lacking, except in a 
small way for actual needs. Considerable inquiry for 
small lots of articles which are scarce prevails in order 
to perfect assortments. Trading is quiet but improving. 
Railroad authorities are predicting a heavy fall business, 
basing this upon crop reports and the conditions of mer- 
chandise stocks throughout the country. 


Canned Tomatoes.—The situation as to canned to- 
matoes is practically unchanged. Indiana packers are 
sold out and nothing scarcely is being offered from that 
source. Jobbers are buying only for actual needs, having 
adopted a hand-to-mouth policy, but will soon have to 
begin to go East for supplies as stocks here are exceed- 
ingly low. 

Fancy tomatoes are not to be had and are being 
eagerly sought for, even at prices as high as $1.45 de- 
livered Chicago. No large sales can be made at these 
prices, but some parties need fancy tomatoes and must 
have them. 

The supply of No. 10 tomatoes in Chicago is small, 
and growing smaller daily as jobbers are not disposed to 
replenish their stocks at prices now prevailing. 

Future Tomatoes.—Indiana packers are offering fu- 
ture extra standard No. 3 at 90c., and No. 2 at 70c., No. 10 
at $2.75 f. o. b. cannery. These prices are just a little 
bit easier, but no lower than last week. 

It is difficult, however, to find Western packers who 
will take on contracts for future delivery at any price. 

Canned Corn.—We note considerable inquiry for 
extra standard canned corn and there is very little to be 
had. 

One feature of the market is that County Gentleman 
corn is very dull and buyers are not interested in it. 

Most packers throughout the Central-West have 
come to the conclusion to discontinue the packing of 
Country Gentleman corn, as it ripens so quickly and gets 
hard so soon and so fast, that in order to pack a few 
thousand cases of fancy Country Gentleman corn, a 
packer has to load himself up with an equal quantity of 
Country Gentleman corn that is not fancy, and there is 
nothing much poorer than second grade Country Gentle- 
man corn, and as a canned food product, it is very hard 
to sell at any price. 

The consequence is that most Western packers are 
about determined to use Mason seed for their fancy 
grade. 

We still hear of some sales of low-priced corn, 50@ 


52%c. f. o. b. cannery, but these lots are going so fast 
now, that they will soon be out of the way. 

Canned Peas.—Considerable interest is being mani- 
fested in 4s and 5s sweet peas and 4s Alaska early June, 
without any response on the part of sellers, as the goods 
are quite scarce. The future situation of peas is unin- 
teresting and immovable, as packers do not want to sell 
and buyers are not disposed to buy. 

Canned Apples.—There is considerable pressure of 
off quality, poor stock, being made on the market on 
canned apples from various sources. 

Fancy New York stock is held at $2.50 to $2.60 
Chicago, but when you come to cut the cans, it is found 
that the stock is not fancy. In fact there were very few 
fancy apples packed last year, and a strictly fancy apple 
in No. 10 cans is a hard thing to find. 


Canned Salmon.—All grades of canned salmon are 
quite dull, and the demand seems to have so far been 
almost featureless. The dullness does not apply to pink 
salmon alone, but to all grades, none of them are moving. 
Jobbers believe and hope that this situation will last 
only a short while longer, but it is certainly the condi- 
tion now, and sales cannot be made until the apathetic 
condition of the market or the condition of lethargy, as 
it is sometimes called, disappears. 

Supplies Exhausted.—Despite the dullness that ex- 
ists in the minds of the buyers, and in the experience of 
brokers, a remarkable situation presents itself through 
investigation. 

I have had occasion recently to send out inquiries to 
country jobbers and to call on large jobbing houses in 
Chicago with orders in hand for canned foods of various 
kinds, looking for parties who were willing to sell such 
goods at a profit, and it has been with the utmost diffi- 
culty that I could induce any one to part with stock. In 
fact very few of the jobbers have any surplus stock and 
are not disposed to sell what they have, as they are con- 
fident that they are going to need the supply they have 
on hand and more too, before the season is finished. | 

This situation of affairs applies to peas, corn, string 
beans, California Extra Royal Ann cherries, Bartlett 
pears, %s Red Alaska Salmon, %s Sockeye Salmon, ex- 
tra standard corn, lima beans, fancy No. 2 and 3 tomatoes 
and many other articles of canned foods that at this time 
of the year should be in good supply. 

This condition of affairs plainly shows that jobbers 
have let their stocks run down low and that they are now 
greatly in need of many articles and grades of canned 
foods, and that they will experience great difficulty in 
supplying themselves. 

This applies to many articles, other than these I 
have enumerated and shows that the condition of the 
market is much stronger on the surface than we are led 


to believe.

The last of the Salmon fleet sails—Season early—Fruit prospects good— 


Asparagus cornered by Commission Men. 


Seattle, April 20, 1912. 


Salmon—tThe last of the Alaska salmon fleet got away for 
the North this week. Several other outfits remain to go North 
on the regular steamers but nothing more will be heard from 
the canneries on Bristol Bay, except at long intervals, until the 
season is over. 

An attempt will be made this year to operate a salmon 
cannery on Kotezbue sound in the Artic ocean. This will be 
the fartherest North salmon cannery and the first time that 
such an experiment was ever attempted. A company has been 
organized—known as the Midnight Sun Packing Company. 
The men interested in the company say that salmon abound 
in the Artic Ocean and that owing to the extreme low tempera- 
ture of the water, are of fine quality. 

The season in Southeastern Alaska is at least two weeks 
further advanced than usual and may result in the first ship- 
ments of salmon getting onto the market a little earlier than 
usual. 


Now that the early preparations are off their hands, pack- 
ers are commencing to talk prices. The demand for salmon 
at the moment is not brisk. The lull is seasonable. This is 
always a dull .period in the salmon market. The best con- 
suming demand does not set in until warm weather starts. 

The demand for futures has not been as brisk as it was a 
year ago, but probably between 60 and 75 per cent. of the 
1912 pack has been booked subject to approval of opening 
prices.. 


It will be no easy matter to harmonize all interests in 
naming the opening prices this year. Some packers are deter- 
mined that the best results will come from naming prices a 
little lower than those named last year. Other packers main- 
tain that the supply of salmon is still below consumptive 
requirements and that it will be entirely unnecessary to cut 
last year’s opening prices. 


However, the time when prices will be named is about 
four months away and any number of factors may change 
the situation completely. 

Fruit and Vegetables—Between twelve and fifteen of the 
fruit and vegetable canneries in Washington will be in opera- 
tion this season. This will be a smaller number than operated 
last year. The prospects are excellent for a large crop of 
fruit. There will be an enormous yield of peaches, unless 
something now unforseen happens. For two years frosts have 
practically ruined the peach crop. Danger from frost is now 
thought to have passed. 


The fruit and vegetable canners go into the new year with 
their old pack all sold. There has been no trading in futures, 
except in two or three instances. 

Shell Fish—Shell fish canneries in Western Washington 
are looking forward to an active season. It is said that a 
new clam cannery will be erected at Montesano, Wash., by J. 
Rowell. He has asked the county commissioners for certain 
rights. : 


The Lighthouse Packing Company, of Astoria, Ore., is now 
operating its plant at full capacity. The officers of the com- 
pany say they have no difficulty in marketing all the goods 
they can produce. 

Asparagus—There will probably be less asparagus available 
for canning in the Walla Walla district this year inasmuch as 
a pool of commission merchants in Seattle has contracted to 


handle practically the entire asparagus crop of the Walla 
Walla district. : 
New Cannery—California men are largely interested in the 
National Canning Company which will be opened at Olympia 
this season. The president is George S. Pelton; vice-president 
and general manager, Mark Ewald; secretary and treasurer, 
W. P. McCaffray; directors, J. E. Pelton and E. S. McCord. 
The company plans to pack principally apples, prunes and 
berries.

THE “TEN-HOUR LAW” OF MARYLAND. 


Its Provisions, Penalties and Regulations. Effective May 
ist, 1912. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
Maryland that Article 100 of the Code of Public General Laws, 
title ‘““‘Work Hours in Factories,” be and the same is hereby 
amended by the addition thereto of five sections, to be known 
respectively as Sections 14, 15, 16, 17 and 18, to follow Sec- 
tions 13 of the said Article as now enacted, under the sub-title 
“Hours of Labor for Females,” and to read as follows: 

Section 14. No female shall be employed or permitted 
to work in any manufacturing, mechanical, mercantile, print- 
ing, baking or laundering establishment more than ten hours 
in any one day, nor more than sixty hours in any one week, 
nor more than eight hours in any one day if any part of her 
work is done before six o’clock in the morning or after ten 
o’clock in the evening of the said day; nor shall any female 
be employed or permitted to work for more than six hours 


continuously at any one time in any of the aforesaid establish- 


ments in which three or more such persons are employed with- 
out an interval of, at least, a half hour, except that such 
female may be so employed for not more than six and a half 
hours continuously at one time if she shall not be permitted 
to work during the remainder of the day in her said employ- 
ment, provided that in Allegany County any person or persons 
subject to this Act in whose establishment the average work- 
ing day for the entire year does not exceed nine hours and in 
which the entire working force is employed on full time for 
the entire year and who for a period not less than four months 


_ has established for such employes a working day of léss than 


nine hours, may for a period immediately thereafter, not ex- 
ceeding six weeks employ their employes for not more than 
twelve hours in any one calendar day, to meet the exigencies 


of exceptional seasonable demands upon the trade or industry 
in which they are employed. Provided further, that the in- 


validity of any portion of this Act shall in no way affect the 
validity of any other portion thereof which can be given affect 
without such invalid part. But the provisions of this section 
shall not apply to females employed in the canning or preserv- 
ing or preparation for canning or preserving of perishable 
fruits and vegetables. 

Section 15. Every employer shali.post in a conspicuous 
place in every room of any manufacturing, mechanical, mer- 
cantile, printing, baking or laundering establishment in which 
any females are employed a printed notice stating the pro- 
visions of this law and the hours of beginning and stopping 
work. The printed form of such notice shall be furnished by 
the Chief of the Maryland Bureau of Statistics and Informa- 
tion. 
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Section 16. The Governor shall appoint in the year 1912 
and every fourth year thereafter, in the month of May, an 
Inspector and two Assistant Inspectors of Female Labor, who 
shall be female citizens of this State of good moral character. 
The Inspector shall receive a salary of $800.00 annually, and 
each of the Assistant Inspectors a salary of $600.00 annually. 
and they shall be further paid the actual and necessary ex- 
pense incurred by them in the discharge of their duties. 

They shall hold office for four years and until their respec- 
tive successors shall have been appointed and have qualified, 
but may be removed by the Governor at any time, a specific 
written statement of his reasons for such removal being fur- 
nished in each case by the Governor to the person removed. 
All vacancies in the offices hereby created shall be immediately 
filled by the Governor for the remainder of the unexpired term, 
the sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000) per annum or so 
much thereof as may be needed in each year is hereby appro- 
priated to carry out the provisions of this and the next suc- 
ceeding Sections. 


Section 17. The said Inspector and her said Assistants, 
in the discharge of their duties, may enter any place, building 
or room of any establishment mentioned in Section 14 of this 
Article and shall visit and inspect all establishments named 
in said Section 14 as often as practicable during reasonable 
hours, and shall cause the provisions of this Act to be enforced 
therein; they shall report any cases of illegal employment or 
other violations of Sections 14 and 15 of this Article to the State’s 
Attorney and the Grand Jury of the County or City where the 
said offences shall have been committed. 

Section 18. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
Section 14 or of Section 15 of this Article or interfering with 
molesting or obstructing the said Inspector or either of her As- 
sistants in the discharge of her duties, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished for the 


first offense by a fine of not more than $100, for a second or any 
subsequent offense, by a fine of not more than $1,000, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or by both penalties in 
the discretion of the Court. 
Section. And be it further enacted, That this Act shall take 
effect from the first day of May in the year 1912.

(Editor’s Note—Under this heading, we will, from time to 
time, give instructive hints in relation to the production of 
crops for canners, and the latest findings of the Experiment 
Stations in matters directly connected with the business. The 
greatest problem confronting the canning industry today is 
the question of an increased yield per acre, and this will be 
intensified as the packing and consumption of canned foods 
increases. Therefore, the wise canner will see the advantage 
of acquainting himself with every progressive step made in 
that direction.) 


INCREASING PROFITS OF THE MARKET GARDEN. 


By Henry G. Bell, Agronomist of Middle West Soil Improvement 
Committee, Chicago. 


Market gardening is a growing. industry in America. At 
least six important factors are fundamental to ultimate success 
in this business, viz.: 


First—The gardener’s ability and love for his work. 

Second—The availability of sufficient capital to buy suitable 
land and to equip and work it to advantage. 

Third—Suitable soil. 

Fourth—The proximity to suitable markets. 

Fifth—-Strictly businesslike management of the plant. 

Sixth—Good yield and high quality of the crop produced. 

Each of these essentials is worthy of extended consideration. 
However, we shall discuss the last factor, only, at this time. 

Crops grown in the market garden are insistent upon cer- 
tain desirable conditions. Granted that the soil is well 
drained, and has a fair supply of vegetable matter, it should 
be deeply plowed or ribbed up in the fall, in order to catch 
and hold the moisture of fall and winter, which moisture will 
be called upon continually throughout the growing season. A 
lack of moisture in the soil prevents the growing of profitable 
crops. This condition was general during the past summer. 
Now, this moisture which was collected in the soil through 
the winter, can be kept there by working the seedbed early in 
the spring. Generally speaking, a loose mulch, of about three 
inches in depth, should be maintained to prevent loss of water 
by evaporation. The cultivation which is carried on through- 
out the growing season, is done primarily to kill the weeds 
and to conserve the soil moisture by keeping up this blanket 
of loose soil on the surface of the field. Cultivation and drain- 
age, too, will do considerable to get the soil into condition 
where the air circulates freely. 

The next great factor in good gardening is to have a sufii- 
cient supply of suitable plant food available for.the crop. This 
condition is the more important on account of the high state 
of cultivation that is practiced on the market garden. One acre 
of market garden soil has to produce as much as ten acres on 


the average farm. In view of this fact the garden soil must be 
heavily fertilized. 


Barn manure is exceedingly valuable to the garden. It not 
only carries considerable plant food, but also provides vege- 
table matter for the soil. This vegetable matter in a soil gives 
it life. Humus acts like a sponge in holding moisture. It also 
makes possible excellent air circulation. Average barn manure 
carries about 10 to 15 pounds nitrogen, 5 to 9 pounds phos- 
phoric acid and 10 to 15 pounds potash to the ton. This 
plant food is in a fairly soluble condition, and is readily taken 
up by the plant. As the food requirements of the plant are 
studied, it will be seen that barn manure does not supply a 
wholly balanced food. For market gardening purposes, there- 


fore, it should be balanced and supplemented by suitable fer- 
tilizers. 


There are two general classes of fertilizers:—(1) Those 
that are derived from purely mineral] sources; (2) Those that 


contain some nitrogen and phosphoric acid from vegetable or 
animal sources. Speaking generally, the first class supplies 
plant food in a quickly available form, while the latter class 
supplies the food in a more slowly available form. For some 
crops the first form is most desirable, while on other crops the 
latter type gives the most profitable returns. In any case the 
ingredients of the fertilizer should be so thoroughly combined 
that each particle of the mixture carries the proper amount 
of the three great elements of plant food. The fertilizer should 
be in such fine condition that it can easily be distributed 
evenly over the soil to which it is applied. 

Fertilizers should in all cases be suited to the crop to 
which they are supplied. -Crops, such as celery, beans, peas, 
onions, etc., which are grown for use in the green state, require 
a plant food that will give them a rapid sturdy vegetative 
growth. Such a plant food is supplied by a fertilizer contain- 
ing an abundance of nitrogen, a medium amount of phosphoric 
acid and potash. Where the seed of the crop is to be har- 
vested, as is the case of corn, somewhat less nitrogen and 
more phosphoric acid should be supplied. Stated briefly, the 


functions performed by each of these plant food ingredients 
are as follows: 


First—Nitrogen increases the rapidity of plant growth, 


makes the leaves dark green, and lengthens the season for 
growth. 


Second—Phosphoric acid assists in starch formation in the 


plant, increases the number of seeds and hastens the maturity 
of the plant. 


Third—Potash strengthens the straw and increases the size 
of the grain or root, also benefits color and flavor. 

. Coming to a more specific study of fertilizers suited to spe- 
cial crops, it will be of assistance to recognize the special char- 
acteristics common to certain of these crops, which characteris- 
ti¢s give the crops their peculiar value. Outside of their own 
peculiar delicious flavor, the one important characteristic of 
asparagus, celery, onions, cabbage and cauliflower is tender- 
ness. The market has no use for a stringy celery—a watery 
onion—a tough leather-like cabbage. These vegetables, then, 


must be given food of which they can make immediate use 
during the season when growth is at its height. 


Barn manure will supply some of this required food. To 
supplement this supply, suitable fertilizers for vegetables are 
manufactured, which fertilizers contain nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash in an available form. Moreover, these ingre- 
dients have been combined with a view to balancing the de- 
ficiencies in barn manure. A fertilizer suited to the needs of 
the crops just mentioned, supplies a liberal amount of nitro- 
gen and a medium quantity of phosphoric acid and potash. 
Such a combination of plant food is supplied by about 1,000 
pounds of a fertilizer carrying about 3 per cent. ammonia, 6 
per cent. phosphoric acid and 6 per cent. potash. This mate- 
rial should be in a finely ground and thoroughly combined 
form, so that each particle will carry all of the necessary in- 
gredients of plant food, and so that the fertilizer can be evenly 
distributed. It should*be applied at the time of planting, and 
carefully worked into the soil. Such a practice has given ex- 
cellent financial returns in tests at the Maryland Experiment 
Station when used on cabbage, and a similar test on onions at 
the Indiana Experiment station. 

The next group of vegetables, viz.: turnips, carrots and 
beets, must have the same soundness and tenderness that is 
required in the first group. These vegetables, however, have 
the habit of storing up their plant food, in great rooth growths 
which are composed largely of starch. They require, there- 
fore, an abundant supply of potash to bring about this starch 
formation. The late Prof. Voorhees, Director New Jersey Ex- 
periment Station, recommended 1,000 pounds per ‘acre of a 


fertilizer carrying 4 per cent. ammonia, 6 per cent. phosphoric 
acid and 10 per cent. potash, for these crops.

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ities will be found where a good supply of nitrogen and phos- 


phoric plant food is available. A suitable fertilizer for these- 


crops is 600 pounds per acre carrying 4 per cent. ammonia, 8 
per cent. phosphoric acid and 10 per cent. potash. 

Tomatoes, corn and potatoes enjoy a medium long season 
of growth; therefore, it is necessary that they have a sufficient 
supply of the correct food elements to satisfy their require- 
ments throughout their growing season. The market demands 
a smoothly formed, solid, well colored tomato, and a juicy, yet 
well filled corn. A watery condition of either of these vege- 
tables discounts them on the market. 

Sweet corn growers of the Eastern states use as high as 
600 pounds per acre of a fertilizer analyzing about 3 per cent. 
ammonia, 8 per cent. phosphoric acid and 6 per cent. potash. 
This, of course, is used on land which has received the proper 
amount of tilage, and that has usually received an application 
of 10 to 15 tons of barn manure per acre. 

Available plant food supplied by the fertilizer is quickly 
made use of by the plant when growth is at its height. The 
result is a well filled, mature and delicious corn. 

Potato growers of the famous Aroostook district of Maine, 
practice a three-year rotation of corn, clover and potatoes. 
By this means it is evident that the organic matter of the soil 
is maintained. When the potatoes are planted it is the custom 
to apply as high as 1,500 to 2,000 pounds per acre of a fer- 
tilizer analyzing 4 per cent. ammonia, 6 per cent. phosphoric 
acid and 10 per cent. potash. It is questionable if even market 
gardeners of the Center West would have sufficient speculative 
spirit to use this much fertilizer upon their potato crops. From 
our knowledge of the potato plant and its requirements, how- 
ever, we believe they would be safe in using as high as 1,000 
pounds per acre of a high grade fertilizer. 


The growing of strawberries is one of the most popular 
phases of fruit production in the market garden. The straw-

berry is an especially desirable plant to grow under such con- 


ditions. It takes scarcely one-fifth of the fertility out of the 
ground which is taken out by the same weight of hay. 

Mr. L. D. Robinson, a prominent strawberry grower of the 
Annapolis Valley (N. S.) puts fifteen tons of barn manure to 
the acre in the fall, and follows this by a strong application 
of 1,000 pounds of a fertilizer analyzing 1% per cent. am- 
monia, 10 per cent. phosphoric acid and 7% per cent. potash. 
He claims to get from $200 to $300 profit by this practice, 
annually. 

In the case of raspberries, it has to be taken into consid- 
eration that the heavy bearing canes require a large amount 
of available plant food just at the time that they are coming 
into bearing. The lack of plant food at this time always results 
in a number of small, shriveled, poorly filled, sour berries. A 
prominent, grower of raspberries says that he gets the best of 
results by supplementing good cultivation with an application 
of manure and fertilizers. One year he used manure and the 
next year fertilizer. The fertilizer he uses is a good orchard 
fertilizer analyzing about 3 per cent. ammonia, 8 per cent. 
phosphoric acid and 10 per cent. potash. 

It is quite evident from our discussion that the advisability 
of using fertilizers on the market garden must resolve itself 
into a business consideration of the subject. If fruit, or vege- 
tables of the best quality are to be produced at the greatest 
profit, it is certain that the plant food of the garden must be 
supplemented by available plant food from other sources. Most 
certainly the most careful attention to tillage and drainage, 
and to such specific duties as spraying of potatoes and bush 
fruits, will result in larger returns for the investment in any 
and all of these lines. ; 

From the experience of men who are making a commercial 
success of gardening in all its phases, it is evident also that it 
pays to supplement barn manure with a liberal amount of fer- 
tilizer suited to the particular needs of the crops on which it is 
to be supplied. The demands of the market are daily growing 
larger. The demands for a select article for which the gar- 
dener gets the best prices, are daily growing exacting. Amer- 
ican people are ready to pay for quality, and it is now up to 
the gardener to realize that he can afford to delay no longer 
adopting the most up-to-date methods of market crop produc- 
tion.

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NEW YORK CANNERS EXEMPTED. 


The fight to have the canners exempted from the 
operations of the Labor Law in New York State has 
been a long and hard one, but they were successful and 
the canners may now employ women and minors over 


16 years of age, longer than the 54 hours per week pre- 
scribed under the law, for four months in the year. 


The following is the so-called Jackson canners’ ex- 
ception: 

“2. The provisions of subdivisions two and three 
of section seventy-seven relating to maximum hours 
shall not apply to the employment of women and minors 
sixteen years of age and upwards in canning or preserv- 
ing products in fruit and canning establishments between 


the fifteenth day of June and the fifteenth day of October 


each year.” 

The “shed” bill contains the following as to what is 
to be covered by the word “factory,” thereby including 
simple agricultural employment. The words which are 
in capitals are those which it was desired to be added. 

“The term ‘factory, when used in this chapter, shall 
be construed to include also any mill, workshop, or other 
manufacturing establishment, AND ALL BUILDINGS, 
SHEDS OR OTHER STRUCTURES USED IN CON- 


NECTION THEREWITH, where one or more persons 
are employed at labor.” 


Commenting on this, the Oneida Dispatch says: 


The Jackson bill, as passed by the Legislature, al- 
lows an exemption for the benefit of canning factories 


applying to women and minors over 16 years old during 
the four months of the canning season. That this is 
no hardship upon anybody, as the uninformed seem to 
suppose, is evidenced by the fact that the average em- 
ployment in these factories is only 45 hours a week, or 
nine less than the prescribed 54. In this way, New York 
puts herself in line with Michigan, Maine, Indiana, Dela- 
ware, Ohio, California and Maryland, which make sim- 
ilar exemptions, and without it here the canners of this 
State would be at a serious disadvantage and unable to 
successfully compete. The so-called shed bill, the pur- 
pose of which was to bring employment in canning sheds 
under the factory law, also failed of passage. This is 
piece work which enables many a child in the country 
to buy books and clothes in the summer for schools 
during the balance of the year. The factories are run- 
ning only in vacation time, and the employers do not 
desire the presence of children under 10 years .of age, 
and the others are usually attended by their elders. Any- 
how they work by the piece, coming and going as they 
see fit. Here in Central New York, where the farmers 
place great reliance on the canneries as providing a 
means of income, the decision is most satisfactory and 
acceptable. The same is true in the western part of the 
State, where there are a great many canneries, and 
where large amounts of fruit and vegetables are thus 
annually prepared for the market. If, in any way the 
supply could be regulated, the argument would be much 
better for making general factory laws apply to can- 
neries, but until some statute can regulate the weather 
and the ripening of fruit and vegetables, that will be im- 
practicable. The law as it now stands works hardship 
to none and gives to the people of the farming regions 
what they believe is their just due.

WILL THE CANNING INDUSTRY ‘COME BACK’? 


In running through some old papers the other day 
we came across one that made us pause and think that 
after all there is nothing new under the Sun. It was the 
original label with the official seal of the first National 
Association of Canned Food Packers—and note that the 
Association was then termed “Food Packers,” not canned 
goods. As you shall see in a moment this label was the 
outcome of a meeting held in Cleveland, Ohio, on May 
4th and 5th, 1898—fourteen years ago almost to the 
day, when they had decided that ‘Goods’ should give 
place to ‘Foods.’ Now the dictum is being carried out! 

This label reads: “First Quality Tomatoes,” and in 
the center was a neat white panel across which had been 
tied a red, white and blue ribbon and this fastened down 


by an official seal bearing these words: “National Asso- 
ciation of Canned Food Packers” in a red circle on 
green, and surrounding a triangle, the center of which 
was a solid blue circle and the three sides of which bore 
the words “Quantity, Quality, Honesty.” Such was the 
actual seal, then adopted; but in the white panel were 
these words: “The Trade Mark Seal of the National 
Association of Canned Food Packers is not allowed to 
be used on any goods below the grade of standard. The 
packer is liable for damages for the use of this label on 
goods below Standard quality. Trade Mark Regis- 
tered.” To complete the label it bore the fictitious name 
“Smith, Brown & Co., Jonesville, Md.,” for this label 
was gotten up not for use, but simply as a sample. 

That there is much food for thought in that label 
goes without saying; for it is easily to be seen that it 
might be a power for good in the industry today, when 
used and enforced under proper conditions. 

At the time the late George W. Moore, of the firm 
of Moore & Brddy, Baltimore, was President of the Na- 
tional Association, and our late E. S. Judge was the Sec- 
retary. Many others of the men who then worked hard 
to bring to a successful issue the things that are today 
being done have passed away, not having lived to see 
the fruit from the seeds of their planting. They were 
ahead of their time, the industry was not ready to follow 
them, because it was not able to do so; for they desired to 
run when those they wished to lead could not even 
crawl. But it was good work, and the full harvest has 
not yet been reaped; much of it is not even ripe yet. 

In the same envelope containing this label was the 
circular which was sent out to all members explaining 
the intentions of this label. A Bureau of Label Regis- 
tration had been established at the same time, wherein 
all brands could be registered for reference and to pre- 
vent duplications or unintentional infringements. But 
of this we will not speak now. 


This circular reads: ‘To Users of the National As- 
sociation Seal: 


At the annual meeting of the National Association of 
Canned Food Packers in Cleveland, Ohio, May 4th and 


5th, 1898, the following resolutions were adopted: That 
the Association have a seal. 


That the seal be circular and contain the National 
colors. That it bear the words, ‘Quality, Quantity, Hon- 
esty,’ also the name of the Association. 


That the Secretary have the said seal registered at 
Washington. 


That packers be urged to use this seal on all standard 
goods as a guarantee to the consumer. 

That the use of this trade-mark be confined to 
such members of the local Associations as may be ap- 
proved by the Executive Committee, said firms agreeing 
upon their honor that they will pay to the Treasurer of 
the Association the sum of one-tenth of one per cent. 
on each case of two dozen cans bearing said trade-mark. 


This trade mark shall not be used on fictitious labels 
and only on standard goods. 


Firms using the trade mark shall enter a written 
agreement with the President and Secretary of this As- 
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sociation, binding them to faithfully carry out the condi- 
tions governing its use. 

The Secretary is authorized to furnish a set of these 
electrotypes, composing the device, to firms adopting the 
trade mark under these regulations upon payment of $2.” 

It will be seen that this charge per thousand cases is 
exactly the same as the dues in the present National 
Association—$l1 per thousand cases. 

What a power for good such a label and trade mark 
would mean now! 

But it is fitting that we explain that this first and 
original National Association was a gathering together 
of the representatives of the minor associations—dele- 
gates—from all minor associations for a consideration of 
the greater and larger questions of general interest and 
importance. Its object was to have a compact working 
body of such size that effective work could be accom- 
plished, the preliminary work having been thrashed out 
in the minor associations, and the appointed delegates 
instructed as to their members’ desires. 

Then, too, it should be remembered that “standard” 
as here used did not mean what it does today. Then 
standard stood for the better grades of goods—a point of 
quality to which all might .aspire with pride, and of 
which the industry could boast that its standards were 
always fine goods. Today “standards” in many instances 
and in many sections mean the lowest quality of goods— 
seconds at best. And in this we have deteriorated sadly, 
for it is an unpleasant spectacle to have to stand before 
the world and acknowledge that the standard used in the 
canning industry is of the poorest goods. Without ques- 
tion the standard of the great canning industry, which 
is today bidding for the people’s favor, should be more 
lofty, something of which every man in the industry 
might well feel proud. We need a chance in practice 
here, and need it badly, for the average canned food— 
which is but another way of saying standard—is not 
poor stuff. The error is in the naming. Let’s have a 
change. 

Will the evolution of the present National Associa- 
tion bring about such a seal; such an annual meeting of 
delegates from the various local or minor associations? 
Just as certainly as history repeats itself, or that there is 
nothing new under the sun. 


Have you noticed the up-to-the-minute character 
of our market reports from all leading canned food cen- 
ters, brokers’ views, etc.? 


With the change of our publication date from Fri- 
days to Mondays we can—and do—give you a record of 
the entire preceeding week—tright up to Saturday, and it 
is on your desk Monday morning. This is efficient serv- 
ice fitting the great industry it represents. 


And not one bit behind the mark are our adver- 
tisers—for the wide-awake houses make their offerings 
to you in these columns, a service that is of benefit to 


you, because it is to your interest to buy from progres- 
sive men who always keep their lines abreast of the times. 


But the importance of accurate market reports, 
prices, etc., from every leading center, covering the time 
right up to the moment you open your paper on Monday 
mornings is possibly not as fully appreciated as it should 
be, except, maybe, by the brokers who recognize that the 
closing end of the week is the more important one. 
When we published even on Friday it was not possible 
to give this closing end promptly. Now you have it. 


Before dismissing this personal discussion, we want 
to invite any of our readers who feel disposed, to make 
any suggestions along the line of further information de- 
sired. Do not hesitate to ask for what you want—the 
aim is to serve you just what you feel in need of: and on 
the other hand, let us request you not to feel backward 
about sending us information that you know will be of 
interest to other canners. Let’s get together and we can 
probably benefit each other immensely. 


NEW JERSEY REGULATES CANNING. 


The New Jersey Board of Health called a special 
meeting at Trenton on the 12th, inviting the canners 
of that State to be present, for the express purpose of 
considering regulations governing the canning of all 
products in that State. 

Quite a good attendance was present and the ques- 
tions thoroughly considered, the idea being to secure 
canners’ opinions on the matter before enacting a law 
with special reference to canning, and which it is pro- 
posed to have enforced from July Ist, 1912. 

Tentative rulings were adopted as follows: 

The manufacture of canned foods, and particularly 
of pulp, paste, catsup or soup stock from wholly or 
partly-decomposed materials is prohibited. 

Canned foods manufactured from dried fruits or veg- 
etables subjected to a preliminary soaking will be held 
to be misbranded unless the label bears the word 
“soaked” in conspicuous lettering. 

The product must be classified according to the 
grade of the materials in its composition, and clearly 
labeled accordingly after July 1. 

If water has been added to canned foods during 
process of manufacture the words “packed in water” or 
“contains added water,” or such indication must appear 
on the label. 

Adequate washrooms and wardrobes must be pro- 
vided for employees in canneries and those in charge of 
the factories must insist on the employees being clean. 

The buildings must be clean and sanitary in every 
way and must have adequate drainage. 

The State and the packers as well are anxious to 
put New Jersey canned foods at the top, and the steps 
they are taking are certainly along the right line to do 
this.

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The California Market 


Crop Prospects never better—Prices to be named soon—A Wrong Impression 


Corrected—Labor Scarce—Coast Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph 


LAST MINUTE FLASHES. 


Prices have been named on California berries and 
are lower than last year; the crop is ripening early and 
a large pack is expected. 


Asparagus business is good, but more rain is needed. 
Pea packing will commence soon. The tomato crop out- 
look is poor and packers are withdrawing their prices. 


San Francisco, April 26th, 1912. 

Crop Conditions in California are now very encouraging 
as a result of the late rain and within a short time all danger 
of frost will be past. From various sections of the State re- 
ports as to the condition of the fruit crop have been received 
and these are more encouraging than has been the case at this 
season for many years past. The Deciduous Protective League 
of California announces that ‘‘prospects for a good fruit crop 
were never better. The trees have had a chance to bloom, 
pollentation has been favorable and fruit has set very strong.”’ 
H. H. Bowman, horticultural commissioner, Placer County, 
says: ‘“‘The fruit outlook in all lines never looked more en- 
couraging. It will cost thousands of dollars to properly thin 
out the surplus fruit and growers would welcome a light frost 
if it would hit in the right place.”” G. H. Hocke, horticultural 
commissioner, Yolo County, says: ‘“‘The early shippping fruits 
may be a trifie smaller than usual, but the moisture is now 
sufficient to mature the fruit. While behind in our normal 
rainfall, I believe we will pull through without great loss.’ 
George Kellog, of Newcastle, says: ‘Every condition is favor- 
able to a heavy yield of fruit. Cherries, plums and peaches 
are heavily set and all other fruits are in the same condition.” 
H. E. Butler, of Penryn, reports that “conditions are favor- 
able for a full crop of all varieties of fruit. Peaches have set 
unusually heavy, plums and prunes have set a fair crop, straw- 
berries are in excellent condition and prospects generally were 
never better.”” In some sections apricots have bloomed lightly 
and a light crop will result, but taking the State as a whole, 
the crop promises to be large. 

Prices.—California canners will probably name prices on 
the 1912 pack considerable earlier than they did last season, 
as it is anticipated that they will have the same difficulty in 
securing stock at fair prices. Although the crop is larger and 
the pack will probably be heavier, it is not believed that prices, 
as a rule will be lower, if as low, as the margin of profit al- 
lowed last season was not sufficient in most lines. Stocks 
in first hands have been cleaned up in splendid fashion and 
the fact that buyers are preparing to place heavy initial orders, 
can be judged from the great number of inquiries now being 
received in regard to opening rates. During the course of the 
coming month it is expected that some packing interests will 
announce opening prices. 

Unfavorable Publicity—The California Fruit Canners’ As- 
sociation is calling the attention of the trade to certain pub- 
licity work that might be misunderstood were the real facts 
not known and which might create a prejudice agains Cali- 
fornia canned fruits. This matter has been called to the at- 
tention of brokers through a communication as follows: ‘The 
National Wholesale Grocers’ Association has made it a prac- 
tice to distribute among its members all bulletins of the United 
States Department of Agriculture relating to food products 
In this way the attention of your buyers may have been 
brought to some indictments brought against us on some dried 
peaches, also on some of our jams and jellies. We wish to 
call your careful attention to the fact that no question has 
ever been raised relating to our regular lines of canned fruits 
or vegetables. 

“You may have seen a notice in the trade papers in which 
our ‘Oro’ and ‘Honeysuckle’ brands of peaches, shipped to a 
firm in Maryland, were found to be adulterated. Please ad- 
vise anyone who inquires that these were dried peaches seized 
in the hands of a retailer two years after shipment and con- 
demned because they found worms and beetles. Nothing was 
said in the bulletin as to the time of packing or shipping, nor 


as to the fact that they were dried peaches and therefore 
perishable. 

“The indictments on the canned jams and jellies claimed 
miscroscopic analysis showed the presence of mold, yeast cells 
and bacteria. No complaint against these goods had ever 
been made by a dealer or consumer and the alleged defects 
were only discernible by expert microscopical analysis. We 
wish to lay the entire facts before you for we are proud of our 
record, and while there may have been some technical viola- 
tions of the law in these specialties, we are packing all of our 
lines with the utmost care and regard for cleanliness and 
sanitation. 

“The canners of California requested the United States De- 


partment of Agriculture to send Dr. and Mrs. Bitting, expert 
bacteriologists, to investigate the canning conditions in Cali- 
fornia. They spent a portion of last summer, and on our in- 
vitation, set up their laboratory in our specialty department. 
They found many conditions natural to California products 
which are very different from the conditions in the East—and 
formulae relating to Eastern tomatoes and other lines are not. 
applicable as tests to similar products in California. 

“The United States Department of Agricuture through its 
Bureau of Chemistry, has promised to send these experts to 
California again this season, and they will be welcomed most 
cordially, as we are most eager to co-operate with them in 
these investigations. We were among the first to advocate the 
passage of the Food and Drugs Act and regard it as one of the 
great advantages that has come to legitimate industry as well 
as to consumers in the last eneration.”’ 

Labor Troubles.—Considerable trouble has been expe- 
rienced this season in getting cannery hands to go to the Far 
North, notwithstanding the fact that there are many unem- 
ployed persons in the large coast cities. Formerly Chinese 
labor was largely depended upon, but the supply of this is now 
limited and others must be sought. Much complaint has been 
made of the treatment of the cannery workers and of the pay 
and employees have banded together this season in a strong 
union. Heretofore the agreements relating to food, salaries 
and transportation have been made between the men and the 
labor contractors or sub-contractors, but through the efforts 
of the men they will now be enabled to deal direct with em- 
ployers. It is claimed that often cannery hands return to this 
port with absolutely nothing to show for the season’s work, 
their wages having been absorbed by various charges, but this 
is to be done away with and definite wages are to be guar- 
anteed. 

Tomato Market.—The tomato market is rather quiet here, 
most packers having made about all the sales for future de- 
livery they care to book at this season. Spot goods are in 
heavy demand, owing to the opening of mining and lumber 
camps and the opening of Alaskan navigation. Inquiries from 
the East have come in of late in regard to spot stocks here, 
but no more can be spared for outside points. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association has announced 
prices on the new season’s pack of pumpkin and squash as 
follows: No. 3 sanitary enamel lined cans, solid pack, $1; 
No. 2% solid pack sanitary cans, 82%c.; No. 2% standard, 
plain cans, 75c.; No. 10 sanitary solid pack enamel lined cans, 
$2.25; No. 10 solid pack sanitary cans, $2; No. 10 standard 
sanitary cans, $1.90. 

Coast Notes.—San Francisco buyers are disappointed in 
the quantities of the new pack of Japanese crab secured by 
them. In past years practically all of the pack of this article 
has passed through this port, but this year only about 25 per 
cent. of it will be handled here, the rest of it having been se- 
cured by English interests. Opening prices are expected to be 
on the basis of $11.50. 

W. F. Burroughs and J. S. Morrow, of the firm of Libby, 
MeNeill & Libby, have been spending several weeks at Hon- 
olulu and vicinity, and announce that a number of improve- 
ments are to be made to the canning plants of this firm. The 
pack of this firm this year will be about three times as large 
as it was in 1911, and to stimulate sales, a $75,0000 advertis- 
ing campaign has been decided upon. Prices this year will be 
silghtly higher than they were last season. 
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In favored sections cherries are commencing to ripen and 
it will not be long before packing will be under way. Canners 
are contracting stock at higher rates than were paid last 
season. 

The Central California Canneries is preparing to greatly 
increase its pack this season and is now placing its plants in 
order. H. E. MacConaughey, of this firm, is now in the East 
on a four months’ selling trip. 

Isidor Jacobs, president of the California Canneries Com- 
pany, has left on a four months’ business trip to Europe. 

The Hawaiian Pineapple Preserving Company has leased 
1,050 acres of land near Wananae and will plant this to pine- 
apple. A pack of about 200,000 cases is expected this year 
by this concern. 

The Pacific Tin Plate Company has purchased a site for a 
factory at Youngstown, near Seattle, Wash., and will erect a 
plant for the manufacture of cans, etc. 


John L. Riseland, fish commissioner of Washington, has 
issued a report of the fishing record for 1911. During this 
year Washington produced fishery products valued at $13,- 
206,500. The Puget Sound district with a capital of $4,- 
250,000, employed 10,000 men, earning a total of of 
$3,345,000 and packed 1,561,500 cases of salmon valued at 
$7,304,500. Crabs and clams valued at $20,000 were packed 
and the fresh, salted and smoked fish disposed of were valued 
at $2,713,900. Oil, fertilizer and glue were produced, valued 
at $328,850, making a total production for this district of 
$10,552,500. The Columbia river district produced fish prod- 
ucts valued at $1,448,800. _The salmon output here was the 
largest in fifteen years and was double that of last year and 
the year before. Willapa Harbor produced $509,000 worth 
of fish and Grays Harbor $696,250. The salmon pack in this 
State during 1911 was the largest on record.

BALTIMORE. 


April 27th, 1912. 
Dear Sirs: 

The developments this week in the canned goods market 
here were tame and uninteresting, and outside of the daily 
run of the small orders for assorted lots for prompt shipment, 
there was a dull time of it. Tomatoes was the only article that 
sold in straight carlots, but there was no eager demand for 
them from any direction. The jobbers are buying them only 
for actual requirements, apparently waiting for something to 
turn up, like our old friend Micawber. The stability of the 
market prices for tomatoes, both spots and futures, has been 
thoroughly tested during this dull spell, which began early 
in March, and if the prices could not be forced below the pre- 
vailing prices under the severe hammering it has received from 
influential sources it would seem to be a reasonable proposition 
that the next turn must be toward a higher rather than a lower 
level of values. The buyer who waits for lower prices on fu- 
ture tomatoes may be disappointed. 

Spot tomatoes were inactive again this week, and straight 
car lot orders were conspicuous by their absence. Of course, 
there is something doing in them every day, else an annual 
pack averaging anywhere from ten to twelve millions of cases 
could not be marketed every year, but there is no snap to the 
market, and the canners don’t have to hire extra teams to do 
their hauling. A week or two of activity, however, would give 
things o rosy hue, and the cheery month of May usually fur- 
nishes enough color to cure a bad case of grouch. The active 
article this week is spinach made from the new spring crop, 
of fine quality, now arriving in quantitiy sufficient for canning 
purposes. The pack of last season was nearly exhausted dur- 
ing the winter, and the jobbers are taking hold of the new 
goods in a liberal way for quick shipment. Spot peas are dull, 
but there is an increasing demand for them for future delivery 
and they are worth close attention. Other vegetables for fu- 
ture delivery are being inquired for, and string beans are 
worth buying. All other vegetables for spot delivery are dull 
and unchanged. 

Spot fruits were even less active this week than in the 
previous week, but the holders of them seem content because 
they are so nearly cleaned up. For future delivery the buy- 
ing of pineapples has been steady for several weeks, nearly all 
grades getting more or less attention. The first arrivals from 
the Bahama Islands are expected early in May, and the orders 
can be booked for shipment in such quantities as may be 
wanted promptly or throughout the season. Strawberries fol- 
low next after pineapples, and then come the other berries 
and cherries in the usual order. Up to date, the buying of 


future berries has been light, comparatively. Keep in touch 
with them.

Spot Tomatoes.—The spring demand usually comes early 
in April, but the unsettled weather has held this back. The 
past week has shown a decided improvement in the demand 
for all kinds and sizes of tomatoes—the orders being gener- 
ally for larger quantities than previously booked. 


Some sales have been reported on 3s as low as $1.17% @ 
$1.20 factory, but upon investigation these have been found 
to be either slightly rusted or lacquered goods that were not 
strictly up to the standard mark. There is no doubt but what. . 
stocks are light in packers’ hands—and buyers would do well 
to replenish their stocks now for with better weather to look 
forward to, and the opening of the hotel and shore trade there 
is bound to be a better demand for all kinds of canned foods. 

We quote for prompt shipment well-known brands of No. 
3 standards $1.25 f. o. b.; No. 2 standards 92% @95c. and No. 
10 standards $3.50@$3.60 f. o. b. factory. 

Future Tomatoes.—Market quiet, but there seems to be a 
lot of talk going on just the same. Sales are reported on No. 
3 standards at 80c. factory—and these are usually from those 
who are new to the business and who-had not booked any fu- 
ture orders early in the year. Conditions are different than in 
previous years. Take the government side of the situation— 
tomatoes packed with no added water. That means more 
tomatoes used in packing and a better article to the consumer. 


It is conceded that more futures have been sold than at 
any other corresponding time, but these will come in on prac- 
tically a bare market, which should place the packer in a good 
way to take care of his surplus. The packer has twenty-five 
per cent. increased cost in raw stock and likely the same on 
labor and fresh in his mind the experience of the past year. 


Now with only a few cents difference in price why should 
buyers hesitate in placing their orders with packers who are 
known in the business, and who made them last year 100 per 
cent. deliveries on a dollar market on tomatoes that were sold 
at 70@72%c.

Spot Corn.—The demand for all grades and varieties for 
prompt shipment continues, and stocks are fast being depleted. 


Future Corn.—There has been a little more talk about fu- 
ture corn, and justly so, for spot stocks are getting pretty well 
cleaned up and it seems certain that all fancy grades as well 
as the cheaper ones will be out of the way by packing season. 
Now the present range of prices is very reasonable and those 
who have not purchased the usual quantity of this article 
would do well to take another “think.”
